Thus one pupil takes the entire care of the frm 
teams, (four horses) which occupies him about three 
and a half hours in the day; and two others do the, 
milking night and morning, because they prefer to do | 
it. But at seasons when required, these students also 
perform other work upon the farm, as the Superin- | 
tendent may direct, which counts as **overwork,’’ 80 
that they each have their hand at nearly all the kinds | 
of labor performed. Their work commences at one 
o'clock P. M.; all who are to work for the day ap-' 
pearing before the Farm Superintendent at that hour, | 
who gives them their directions for labor, and keeps” 
an account of the time of each pupil. Ia all cases 
where it is possible to do so, choice is given the stu- 
dent as to the labor he performs. For three hours’ | 
work each student is paid twenty-five cents, which is 
credited to his board account. This may seem a small 
amount for the work of a young man eighteen years of 
age, but it 1s more than is paid for the same amount 
of labor by the States of Michigan and Massachusetts, 
at their Agricultural Colleges. In Michigan, the stu- 
dent receives twenty cents for three hours’ work, and | 
in Massachusetts he is required to perform six hours’ 
work each week for which no compensation whatever | 
is allowed; so that the ratio of payment for the same. 
amount of labor is as follows: Michigan $1.00; Mas-| 
sachusetts $1.124; Maine $1.26. Then in addition to | 
this, students are allowed extra pay for whatever | 
time they work over the prescribed three hours, and | 
during planting, haying, and at some other se.sons: 
there is quite a demand for extra labor, at which | 
times less is required of them in the class room. We 
were informed that during the last term one student 
had, by overwork, cancelled bis bill for board and 
washing for the term,with the exception of about $10. 
The importance of requiring a certain amount of man- 
ual labor from each student is so evident that it is un- 
necessary to speak of its advantages. Aside from the 
fact, that at this institution the students are expected 
to become practically familiar with every manipula- 
tion demanded upon the farm, snd their training is a 
necessity to this end; it must be admitted that the 
manual labor performed is no more than is needed to 
maintain a perfectly harmonious and healthy action 
of the whole system. While other colleges are subject 
to their sprees and hazes,—nataral outbreaks of a sys- 
tem that permits too little physical action—this insti- 
tution is free from such occurrences, and there is little 
or no occasion for discipline, The students are well 
behaved and easily managed. It also enters into the 
plan of the Trustees—to be put into operation at as 
early a day as possible—to erect workshops where the 
various mechanical operations are to be performed. 
This will give students a new opportunity for employ- 
ing the time set apart for manual labor, and more 
fully carry out the main idea of the institution— that 
of giving practical instraction in the mechanio arts, 
as well asin agriculture, And here we may as well 
disabuse the public of an idea it may have obtained 
that this college is for the purpose of teaching pupils 
how to “‘farm it,’? and many laugh at the idea of a 
college to teach farming. This is not the case. Tke 
organic act, appropriating public lands for the estab- 
lishment of these colleges expressly defines their char- 
acter. It says their leading object shall be ‘‘without 
exclading other scientific and classical studies, and 
iocluding military tactics, to teach such branches of 
learning as are related to agriculture and the mechan- 
ic arts;’’ or in other words giving pupils such an ed- 
ucation as shall fit them to become better farmers and 
mechanics, That some practical labor is necessary to 
accomplish this,to go hand in hand with the teaching 
of the class room, is as plain as that two and two 
make four. 
Perhape we should have mentioned before that the 
price of board at the College is $3 per week, washing 
and fuel .eing 50 cents extra, thus making the whole 


amount $3 50 per week. There is no charge whatever 
Each room is provided 
with a table, four chairs, a bedstead and mattress, 
and sink.

During the present term instruction has been given 
in military practice by a gentleman thoroughly quali- 
fied for the task, and we trast it will not be long ere 
the necessary number of students will secure the at- 
tendance of a resident officer, allowed by Congress in

The so-called Dormitory building—ereoted in 1867, 


contains eighteen rooms, fifteen of which are occupied 
by the students, the others being required for class 
purposes. The college is already provided with a set 
of Guyot’s large maps for illustrating geograpby in 
general and pbysical geography in particular, which 
with a large globe cost about $160. It has alsoa 
limited philosophical epparatus purchased last year 
by Prof. Fernald, at a cost of something like $500. 


There is alao at the Institution a very valuable and 
accurate set of meteorological instruments, including 
thermometers, bygrometer, wet bulb thermometer, bar- 


ometer, rain gauge, &c., which cost about $100. Of 


these Prof. Fernald takes observations three times 
daily, the results of which are communicated to the 
Smithsonian [ostitution at Washington, and are also 
hereafter to be published in our columns, 

Tt has been estimated that for the wants of the In- 
stitution at the commencement of the next term—the 
first term of the second year—one thousand dollars’ 
worth of apparatus will be needed, to illustrate sound, 
heat, light and-electricity, This apparatus will be 
purchased by Prof. Fernald during the approaching 
vacation. For the spring term an apparatus for illus- 


For the second Freshman Class more that twenty 
applications have already been received; and while 
they will be somewhat cramped for room, the Trustees 
are still determined to provide the best accommoda- 
tions possible under the circumstances, for all that 
may make application. Arrangements can be made 
in Prof. Fernald’s house, (known as the Frost house) 
for ten students, and if necessary the large rooms in 
the new Dormitory can be made to contain two stu- 
dents each; so that with an inconvenience that can be 
put up with for a while, a class of twenty-five students 
can be accommodated in the two buildings. 

Thus much of the present condition of the [netitu- 
tion, its operations during the ‘past year, and its pros- 
pects, so far as students, apparatus, teachers, &c., are 
concerned for the year tocome. And yet, all the work 
of the Trustees, all plans for the enlargement and 
greater efficiency of the College, all building opera- 
tions, are completely suspended. And why? 


The “State College of Agricalture and the Mechanic 
Arts’’ was located at Orono upon condition that the 
town would give a suitable farm, and friends of the 
Institution the sum of $15,000 towards providing the 
necessary buildings. If we rightly understand the 
matter, the townof Orono gave $8,000, Oldtown 
$3,000, and citizens in Bangor and vicinity made up 
a subscription of about $15,000, some $13,000 of 
which was paid. The sums contributed by the towns 
of Oldtown and Orono went to parchase the farms up- 
on which the college is located, the town of Oreno, 
having the largest interest in the same holding the 
title thereof in its own name, by the provisions of 
which all improvements placed upon the farm revert 
to the town in case the location of the college should 
be changed. Towards the erection of the requisite 
buildings, (for which purpose no part of the sum re- 
ceived from the sale of the land script can be appro- 
priated, the interest of that being used for purposes of 
instruction, only) the State has made two appropria- 
tions, one of $10,000, and one of $20,000, so that 
with the sam donated, upwards of $40,v00 have al- 
ready been expended. With this sum both houses 
upon the farm have been thoroughly repaired, one 
completely rebuilt and greatly enlarged, the Dormito- 
ry erected, and the Laboratory bnilding—an exact 
model of that at Brown University, at Providence, R. 
L, which is considered as the best planned building of 
its kind in the United States—finished in its exterior. 
These improvements consumed the sums appropriated, 
and the Trustees asked of the last Legislature an ad- 
ditional appropriation to enable them to complete the 
Laboratory and inaugurate other much needed re- 
quirements. The Legislature made an appropriation 
of $28,000. This liberal sum would have enabled 
the Trustees to carry on their work of improvement 
which the necessities and demands of the college ren- 
dered so imperative; but, although the money is in 
the Treasury waiting the order of the Trustees, not a 
dollar of it can be touched, simply because the action 
of the town of Orono, the town where the college is 
located, the town that is to receive a large share of 
the benefit of its location, the town that of all others 
should do most for its success, thwarts the action of 
the Legislature, and virtually puts a stop to the oper- 
ations of the very institution it did so much to call in- 
to existence. The last appropriation of the Legisla- 
ture, was made upon the condition that the town of 
Orono should transfer the title of the College farm to 
the State. This it has refused to do at three different 
times in public town meeting, thus over-riding the 
action of the Legislature, completely tieing the hands 
of the Trustees, and embarrassing the present, if not 
the whole future course of the College. We know not 
by what misguided spirit the citizens of Orono may 
be controlled, but we feel sure they do not look upon 
this matter in the right way. A beginning has been 
made in their town for one of the grandest agencies in 
the popular, practical and ecientific education of the 
people ever known in the annals of our country; the 
State recognizing this Institution as the object of its 
care has given nearly sixty thousand dollars for its 
proper equipment, half of which bas already been 
expended and now the town, through some misunder- 
standing of its character, objects and future plans, 
some unfounded prejudice against its former local 
management, or some narrow, short sighted policy 
refuses to place the sum voted in the hands of the 
Trustees. At least we think it due to the friends of 
the College throughout the State, that those who are 
so persistent in their efforts to keep the appropriation 
voted, out of the hands of the Trustees, should give 
some satisfactory explanation of their action, and, if it 
is possible to do so, show its consistency. For our 
part we cannot be made to believe that the sons of our 
farmers and mechanics throughout the entire State, 
for whose benefit this institution was founded, are to 
be prevented from receiving its advantages through 
the inconsiderate action of one town.

Mr. Kinosid also informed us that the Spindle worm 
is making sad havoc with his corn, and had it not 
been for the fact that he planted an excess, they would 
nearly have destroyed the entire lot planted. Oat of 
one hundred and sixty stalks he dug out and killed | 
seventy-five worms, or caterpillars.

(Gortyna Zee) and is an inch or more in length, 
and the thicktiess of a goose quill.

My Mode of Subduing Bees. 





In your last issue under the heading of **Potatoes 
and Bees,” [ notice a .. atter that has prompted me to

ticular, or against the skillful manipulator eitaer; 
but fur the brave little workers in general. 

The article says: “*The bees being stupefied by tea 
leaves and tobacco.” This last is that which [ would 
protest against, the tormenting and stupefying them 
with the noxious fumes of the poisonous weed. For 
the past two years I have handied bees, not as a pro- 
fessor of the art, itis true, but as one desirous to 
learn all that is possible for my own iaterest as well 
as for that of my little servants; and one item of 
knowledge gained is the less that they are disturbed 
and irritated, the greater has been my success. In 
my operations of transferring and dividing, as wel! as 
changing boxes, [ use simply sugar, sweetened water, 
and very rarely the smoke of rotten wood or coiton 
rags, the smoke of which is not open to the same ob- 
jection as that of tobacco. Stupefication is not that at 
which I aim unless it be that of repletion; and to pro- 
duce that, a sprinkling of sweet water is entirely ef- 
fectual; or at most a tew whiffs of smoke biown from 
the end of a roll of rags or wood 1s all that is necessa- 

to subdue them suffisiently to perform the opera- 
tion desired. 

If any one should wish to try the sweetened water 
I will give one or two cautions, and they are all that 
I have found necessary: 

Ist. Do not use honey to sweeten it with; the scent 
will be likely to attract robbers. I have no trouble in 
this way from sugar. 

2d. Sprinkie the bees as soon as you expose them 
to the light. The glare paralyzes them for an instant, 
which is the time; they cannot refase the sweet when 
in their way. So by this means you have them com- 
pletely under your control. *

Experiments in Churning. 





I thought [ would just state a few experiments we 


monthly work of great value, published by Fowler & have had with the old fashioned dasher and the Peer- 


| less churn, and if you see fit to put them in the Farm- 
ER we would be glad to have you. 
| June 22J, having but fourteen quarts of cream, we 
| stirred it well together and continued stirring while 
| measuring out the cream; put put seven quarts in 
'each—Peerless four and one-half minutes; dasher, 
| sixteen and one-half minutes, leaving twelve minutes 
time in favor of the Peerless, and eight ounces more 
butter. Bat we did not consider the trial a fair one, 
for the reason that the Peerless was just the capacity 
for that amount, and the dasher was large enough for 
| twelve or fifteen pounds. But to have it fairly tested 
we tried the experiment again, June 29:b, with six- 
‘teen quarts each, stirring while measuring, the cream 
‘having been put all in one vessel befure “measuring. 
| Peerless, eleven minutes, thirteen pounds one ounce; 
| dasher, sixteen minuter, twelve Ibs, thirteen ounces, 
It is to be unders'ood that both churns did the best 
| they could, three men at the dasher and ag many at 
'the Peerless. There could be no experiment more fair 
| than this lust, and you see that the less has the ad- 
vantage of five minutes in time, and four ounces of 
butter. Lam no worshipper of patent churns, for we

Autumn, Winter and Spring Manur- 
ing, 


A young farmer, whose rotation is corn, barley, 
wheat and clover, asks to which of these he 
should give his manure, and at what time of year. 
Like nearly everything else in tarmiog, the course 
to be pursued must vary with circumstances, and the 
firmer must exercise his judgment to some extent. 
Bat the following may be adopted as general rules; 
1. The corn should have at least a portion of tte ma- 
nare, if practicable. It is scarcely possible to manure 
the land too much for this crop, provided it is proper- 
ly applied, or 80 as to be well diffused through the 
soil. 2. The barley crop needs a good soil, but if the 
corn has been well manared, it will need nothing ad- 
ditional—the great additional points being thorough 
plowing and harrowing and early sowing. 8. The 
wheat requires more discretion in its treatment, and 
usually, on good land, will be sufficiently manured by 
the previous crops, with the exception of a top-dress- 
ing, after the last plowing, of five to ten two-horse 
loads of fine manure per acre. If oats are sown the 
d year instead of barley, @ moderate manuring| 
besides may prove useful, and sometimes necessary. 
The usual accumulations of manare are in winter, 
but its fitness for application at different times of year 
will be controlled by the materials employed in its 
manufacture. If composed largely of corn fodder, it 
will be unfit to apply till the following autumn, after 
rotting down in heaps. But if the corn fodder is ull 
cut with a machine before feeding out, it may be 
drawn out and spread as fast as produced. Nearly 
the same remarks wil! apply to straw, if used in large 
quantities as litter. In small quantities, it will not 
prevent winter application; or if cut up before being 
used for bedding, from one to four inches long. 
Farmers have little fresh manure in autumn. The 
cheapest application is in winter, drawing out and 
epreading over the fields requiring it as fast as it is 
made veral advantages result from this practice. 
It requires less handling over; it is soon out of the 
way; it is easily epread from the sted or wagon; it 1s 
drawn by men at a time when they may be otherwise 
idle; it removes the labor from the short and crowded 
period of spring; it allows the soluble manure to wash 
down into the earth and become intimately diffused; 
and it prevents the hardening and baking of the soil 
by the passage of the loaded wagons, when the ground 
is wet and soft after the breaking apof winter. It 
should therefore be the aim to draw out, as it accu- 
mulatss, all the manure which is short enough to 
spread well, to plow under in spring for corn or other 
spring crops, leaving the longest and coarsest to rot 
down in heaps for autumn sown wheat, or for spread- 
ing on sod which is intended for corn the next year. 
We have already remarked that corn can scarcely 
be manured too much, if the work is properly done. 
If there is any danger of its running too much to leaf 
and stalk, which would be a rare occurrence, plant a| 
smuller variety, and allow a larger number of stalks 
to grow. The succeeding barley, oats or peas, will 
receive a decided help from it-—especially if the soil 
has a sufficient quantity of clay to hold the manure; 
and in good woeat districts, its effects will be suffi- 
cient to obviate enything further than a top-dressing. 
Bat if the soil is of moderate fertility, or if a heavy 
crop of oats precede the wheat (these two contingen- 
cies should never unite) an application before a shal- 
low plowing, with thorough intermixture by the har- 
row, may prove advantageous, in addition to the top- 
dressing at or near the time the wheat is sown. 

We have not yet met the farmer who could make 





ver as a fertilizer, and a combination of the two gen- 
erally gives excellent results. Manure spread on clo- 
ver sod in autumn, as we have frequently had occas- 
ion to urge, is the best practicable or profitable prep- 
aration of ground for inverting the following spring 
for the reception of seed corn. [t is worth double and 
sometimes triple an equal application in spring just 
before plowing under. Spreading the manure over 
such a clover sod, as it accumulates in winter, is 
greatly superior to spring application, althoagh not 
equal to autumn manuring on the sod. 

As a general outline of directions, we would there- 
fore recommend— 

1. To draw out and spread in wiuter all manure 
short enough to turn ander for corn. 

2. To heap up for rotting down all that is too coarse 
or long for spring. 

8. To anely these heaps to sod intended for corn 

the next year, or to wheat fields after the last plow- 
ing, doing the work in portions ata time, as the last 
plowing progresses, so as not to tread the mellow soil 
with the teams or the wagons. 
4. [f applied in spring, break the manure and in- 
termix it with the soil by harrowing and then plowing 
in. Ground intended for ruta bagas may be thus pre- 
pared well, as plenty of time is allowed for intermix- 
ture and preparation —Country Gentleman. 





Mowing Fieitds more than Once, 





The complaint which was made against the American 

hay that was sent to Eoglacd last year was that it was 

too coarse,—-an objection that we think not a few have 

noticed on this side of the Atlantic. Such hay may 

give a large yeild to the acre, but much of it will never 
be eaten by stock and much of what is eaten, will never 
be digested. There is another difficulcy connected 

with our present method of cutting grass after the stalk 

has attained its full size and has put forth blossoms or 
has matured its seeds. Unless such stalks can remain 
until desiccation commences it is injurious to the roots 

to cat them. That it is not injurious to the roots to 
clip the foliage of grass before the stalks shoot up any 
considerable distance appears to be proven by pastures. 

Here the grass is clipped many times during the sea- 

son, and still the vitality of the roots does not appear 
to be injured in the least. oe 

Most fermers have noticed that grass lands will run 
out quicker when they are mowed, than when pastured, 
and that it requires more power to break pasture turf, 
than that in a field that has been cut with a scythe, an 
equal number of years. The oftener lawns are cut,the 
finer the grass becomes, and the firmer the turf. Grass 
in a lawn that is mown every week or two, is not half 
so likely to winter kill, as that in a field that is only 
cut once in a season. A team that will draw a plow 
through a field that has been in Timothy hay five or 

six years, with as much ease as through a field of wheat 
stubble, would be ‘‘stalled’’if taken into a lawn or 
pasture of the same age. 

Nature, in providing grass as the food for domestic 
avimals, seemed to have designed it for frequent clip- 
ping. Can we not , therefore, make our hay of Detter 
quality, and at the same time give greater permanence 
to the crop, by cutting the grass oftener than we dof 
We knowjthere would be more work attending such a 
eractice, than in having hay cutting come but once a 
yeay; but we do not think the increase of labor would 
beas much as it would at first thought appear to be. We 
should be in no danger from lodged grass,and the troub- 
le of curing the hay would be greatly lessened, as little 
spreading would be requireed. It might be necessary, 
also, to exercise more care in the application of manure 
in the solid or liquid form, to fields that are to be mowed 
more than once; but in this case, as in all others where 
mianure is applied, the additional yield will more than 
compensate for the outlay.— Prairie Farmer.

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Unsuccessful Fruit-Growers,. 


We are glad to see the evidences of the extension 
of fruit culture generally throughout the country, 
and there is no doubt that it will continue to increase 


Frond after year. But the fact is not to be denied that 


rge numbersof beginners prove very unsuccessful, 
and never realize their high anticipations. Led on 
by cceasional reports of local successes on small 
patches of ground, they imagine that the same rate 
can be realized anywhere op a much er area, and 
one or two years are sufficient to make them rich, 
and pay off all indebtedness. This is a very er- 
Troneous idea, and the sooner the better. No 
branch of fruit culture will prove immediately profit- 
able; no grower ever realizes his first anticipations, 
and no cultivator can depend upon the same produc- 
tion or income year after year. No one can afford to 
do without ample capital, and no other business re- 
quires so much ec#pital in proportion to the surface 
cultivated. The sooner beginners understand these 
facts also the better. 

Probably unsuccessful cultivators can find their ill- 
luck comes from a negligence of one or more of the 
above causes as well as others we may name. Many 
are totally ignorant of the adaption of different v»ri- 
eties of fruit to different soils, and hence are apt to 
make their selections in a hasty, careless manner, and, 
aga result, after a year’s experience and lost time, 
fini that they are unable to raise fruit successfully on 
their soil. They neglect to experiment with other va- 
rieties to see what will grow well, and the result is, 
that they are left in blind ignorance to commence the 
strife once more; others plant out anything or every 
thing but those kinds most popular in the market, 
and very few know how to take care of a tree prop- 
erly after it has been set out. We heard once of a 
man who was asked if he grew strawberries, and an- 
swered that he did; but when inquiry was made as to 
the variety, he said that he could not tell—all he 
knew was, that they called ita strawberry, and he 
did not care what kind. What a lovely individual he 
is to grow fruits for a living! There are plenty that 
do not know an apricot from a plum, or @ nectarine 
from a peach, and, if planting out varieties of either, 
are coupletely in the dark as to a good selection. 

It is strange, then, that so many fail? 

It will be generally found that those most unsuc- 
cessful in frat: cultare ‘o not take any horticultural 
journal whatever, and consider it money illy spent. 
A single item in a good journal as to the choice of 
fraits might save them years of countless trouble and 
mortification, but they are loth to appreciate. The 
world generally will be glad to get rid of them, and 
see their places filled with a more interesting and 
active race. To teach such wisdom is like throwing 
pearls before swine.— The Horticulturist.

for the asking, or crops, whether fruit or vegetables, 
work themselves out by any law of necessity. 

5th. Don’t count upon all country neighbors as be- 
ing frugal, and innocent, and kindly, and unaddicted 
to slip-shoddiness and profane swearing. ‘‘Happy 

Mog are quite as mythioal now asin the days of 
r. Johnson and of Raselas. 

6th. Do not count upon finding city luxaries, such 
as a mile of pavement for wet weather, or a Goupil’s 
show-room, or the music of a target exoursion band 
every day, or a docter next door. 

Lastly. Do not believe—whatever may be the re- 
presentations of the real-estate people—that a charm- 
ing country home may be bought any day for a song, 
and any day thereafter sold for a plump penny. 

If, with all these provisos in mind, you have faith 
in your own rural zeal, and will meet the difficulties 
of the case with the same stoicism—no more and no 
less—with which you would meet larger difficulties in 
the town; andif you enjoy fresh breezes that come 


if you can cultivate an appetite for the crisp vegeta- 
bles, fresh drawn from your garden; and if you be- 
lieve in wild romps upon the greensward as a better 
thing for your children than all the doctor’s tonics, 
and if the mistress of your household does pot inter- 
pose a nay toall this that shall carry shrill echoes 
through every week of your summer—then go into 
the country. 





Items of Agricultural Experience. 


1. All soils are benefitted by being under-drained, 
but the benefit is most apparent and lesting in those 
of a clayey nature, or having a subsoil retentive of 
moisture, 
2. After drainage, subsoiling and gocd cultivation 
are necessary to ensure good crops on heavy soils. 
8. Lime is the best manure to apply to strong clay 
soils, It renders them more pervious to light and 
heat, and also corrects their acidity, by combining 
with some ot the chemical salts in the soil, making 
plant-food of poison. 
4. Summer-fallowing is the most efficient and pro- 
fitable means of preparing strong soils for wheat, and 
of beginning a rotation, after grass has been grown 
for a length of time. 
5. Green crops plowed under, when in the most 
succulent state, are powerful auxilaries in rendering 
a light soil fertile, but if this is done too often suc- 
cessively, the soil becomes overcharged with carbona- 
ceous matter. 
6 Lesched ashes applied in large quantities to 
sandy soils, or those containing too much vegetable 
humus, will greatly ameliorate their condition, and 
render them more com 

7. There is no soil so poor or sterile but some mode 
a be found of ameliorating and enriching it. 

. Blowing sands may be gradully made produc- 
tive by epreading six inches thick of straw over them, 
to remain till rotted. Then seed thickly with clover 
on the surface, without plowing, and when the clover 
bas taken hold and becomes established, pasture sheep 
upon the land fortwo or three yeara preparatory to 
manuring and cultivating it. 

9. Two successive’ grain crops on the same land 
leave it very foul. 

10. Sommer fallowing ameliorates a soil, and if 
properly done gets rid of most of the weeds and nox- 
ious plants infesting 1t.— Canada Farmer.

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Preservation of Leather. 





The following valuable hints in regard to the pres- 
ervation of leather, we copy from the Shoe and Leath- 
er Reporter: 

The extreme heat to which most men and women 
expose boots and shoes during winter deprives leather 
of its vitality, readering it liabie to break aad orack. 

When leather becomes so warm as to give off the 
smell of leather, it is singel. Close rubber shoes also 
destroy the life of leather. All varnishes, and alt 
blacking containing the properties of varnish, should 
be avoided. 

| Shoe-leather is generally abnsed. Persons know 
nothing or care less about the kind of material used 
than they do about the polish prodaced. Vitriol 
blacking is used until every particle of oil in the leath- 
er is destroyed. To remedy this abuse, the leather 
should be washed ence a month with warm water; 
and whea about half dry, a coat of oil and tallow 
should be applied, and the boots set aside for a day or 
two. This will renew the elasticity and life in the 
leather, and when thas used, upper leather will sel- 
, dom crack or break. 
| Don’t wash harnesses in water and with soap. No 
harness is ever so soiled that a damp sponge will not 
remove the dirt. When a harness loses its lustre a nd 
| turns brown, which almost any leather will do after 
long exposure to the air, the harness shoald be given 
@ new coat of grain-black. Before using this graia- 
black, the grain surface should be thoroughly washed 
| with potash water until all the grease is killed, and 
after the application of the grain-black, oil and tallow 
| Should be applied to the surface. This will not‘valy 
|**fasten the color,’’ but make the leather flexible. 
A harness which is grained can be cleaned with kero- 
sene or spirits of turpentine, and no harm will result 
if the parts affected are washed and oiled immediately 
afterward.

This does not mean, however, that the poor man must ec cad: come dap: 28 Sli, wal 


accept his lot with stolid indifference, as among the 


decrees of fate, with no thought or desire to better his 
condition. It simply’ means that'taking htman na- 
ture as it is, one map, by superior industry, skill and 
economy, will accumulate a fortune, or by his honesty 
and intelligence, may acquire position and influence, 
while the indolent man will barely acquire the means 
of subsistence, the spendthrift wastes his substance, 
and the ignorant and degraded simply counts one. It 
means too, that amidst the varying fortunes of life, 
among those of equal probity, culture and industry, 
more of the means of gratification and the “*good 
things” of this world will oftentimes fall into the lap 
of some than of others. [It is not according to the 
great order of nature that every man should be 
brought to the level of every other man, either in re- 
spect to wealth or intelligence, The old philosopher 
spoke wisely when he said that nobody ought to be, 


rich except those who understand it. The wverage of 


human happiness would undoubtedly be diminished if 
all the wealth of the world were to be equally distrib- 
uted without regard to the intelligence, habits of 
thrift and good morals of the people, Idleness and 
waste would inevitably increase, productive industry 
would decline and the amount of suffering would ulti- 
mately be greater. 

Yet enthusiastic reformers and champions of the 
workingmen continue to harangue the ‘‘labor conven- 
tions,’’ and in many instances delude their hearers 
into the belief that it is only by the outrageous con- 
epiracies of the capitalists that each one of them pres- 
ent is not himself a capitalist as rich as every other 
one. So the readers of French history will re- 
member that in 1848 hundreds of thousands of French- 
men were deluded into the belief that it was the duty 
of the government to provide them with employment 
and pay them better-wages than they could get from 


the capitalist. Accordingly national workshops, or as 


the result proved, national payshops were established, 
where at one time only two thousand could find work, 
while one hundred and ten thousand were receiving 
pay. Thus the hardy sons of toil conceived a distaste 
for labor and became demoralized to such a degree 
that they were no longer ashamed to beg on the streets. 
The virtuous workmen of Paris, said Victor Hugo, 
were in danger of becoming lazzaroni or pretorians. 


These gigantic humbugs and nurseries of vagabonds 
were thereupon abolished; but the workmen did not 


acquiesce. Citizen Pujol donned the workman's 
blouse and led the hosts of starving fathers and moth- 


ers to the work of constructing barricades in the 


streets of Paris preparatory to gevolution. 


Now it is very questionable ff eome of our modern 
agitators are contributing any more towards the wel- 
fare of society than did Pujol and his followers. The 
great question of course is, how shall the results of 
production be equitably distributed among capitalists 


and laborers? Legislation can only answer by open- 
ing the doors of opportunity alike to all. Let all hive 
equal rights, equal justice and equal advantages be- 
fore the law, and the great principle of self-adjust- 
ment will do the rest, 

Human nature is selfish, and all classes are natural- 
ly disposed to use their power in the interest of their 
own selfishness, It must be confessed that under the 
established. rules of political economy, the rich are 
prone to regard the poor as simply their servants and 
dependants, while the rich are regarded as mere prey 
and pasture for the poor. The. scarcity of skilled Ja- 
bor indicates that it is the chief endeavor of the work- 
man to receive as much pay for as little in the shape 
of service as possible, It is therefore as much for the 
interest of the capitalist as well as of the Jaborer that 
both classes should have an interest in the work. — 
With the increasing intelligence of the masses the 
theory of self-dependence among workmen will pro- 
gress slowly but surely. The improving influences of 
trades unions and labor conventious may do some- 
thing to accelerate the ‘education of the masses by 
awakening individual thought. Thus they will be 
better able to meet the encroachments of the capital- 
ist and under just laws will change the distribation of 
produce to their advantage. A great increase may 
doubtless be made, too, in the aggregate productive- 
ness of labor, if workmen are placed in a relation to 
their work which will make it their principle as well 
as their interest to.do the.most instead of the least 
possible in exchange for their share of the produce. 
Ultimately they may ‘become good enough and wise 
enough to form associations of their own; meanwhile 
let them devote their spare hours to the work of self- 
culture rather than revolutionary reforms.

Tne Loss or Mipsuipman Woart.—We copy from 
the San Francisco Bulletin of Juue 19th, the follow- 
ing particulars of the sad casualty by which an estima- 
ble family in this city has been called to mourn the re- 
cent sadden death of a sonjand brother : 

**It is our painfal duty to chronicle an accident by 
which a young man lost his life and other lives were 
endangered yesterday afternoon. It seems that a 
small boat belonging to the United States steamer Mo- 
hican, containing midshipman Wm.: Woart and five 
men started from the ship for the Oakland Ferry land- 
ing. Lying in the stream almost directly in front of 
the ferry slip was the ship Windward, and in order 
to reach the shore it was necessary fur the boat to cross 
the ship’s bows. Just as the boat shot past the vessel, 
the steamer E? Capitan, Capt: Bushnell, making her 
4 o’clock trip to this city, was first noticed by the per- 
sons in the boat, coming directly toward them under 
full steam. Owing to the position of the ship, lyi 
directly between them, the occupants of the boat a 
the persons on the steamer had no idea of each other’s 
mbar until they were close together. The boat was 
headed directly across the steamer’s bow, and the 
steamer headed across the ship’s bow. The boat was 
instantly vignalled to back water and allow the steam- 
er to pass, but no attention was paid to the notifica- 
tion by the boat’s crew, aad befpre the speed of the 
steamer could be checked she was almost into the 
smaller vessel. As the steamer rushed upon them it 
seemeéd that the paddle must inevitably strike the boat 
and sink her. e ag ry of the boat were alarmed 
and confused. Mr. Woart jumped overboard and 
struck out for the ship, fhe cockswain and’ three sea- 
men following suit so fir as jumping overboard was 
concerned, but still lingering around the boat, One 
man remained in the boat, which strack one of the 
paddies and was stove a little. The steamer was stop- 
ped immediately, and a boat lowered to save those who 

ad leaped into the water. Two other boats, one from 
the man-of-war, and the other from a merchant vessel 
lying near, were quickly on the to render aid in 
rescuing the uffortunates. four sailors were 
saved, but the officer, when a boat was fast approach- 
ing and was within a short distance of him, threw up 
‘his hands and was seen no more. Mr. Woart was ap- 
pointed from Maine, September 28, 1863, and £0 
uated June 2, 1868. ‘The deceased formerly resided at. 
Augdsta, Me., where his mother, who is a widow, still 
lives, He also has an uncle residing in Sacramento, 
He was a fine, manly fellow, about 22 years of age, 
and was esteemed by his fellow officers.

Rev. Mr. Ballard also read a letter from R. K Sew- 
all, Esq., stating that important traces had recently 
been discovered by himof stone monuments on the 
banks of the Kennebee, also of traces of curious rousd- 
ed stones on the land overlooking the Sheepscot and 
Damariscotta waters. These cover several acres. The 
report of the Treasurer was then read, showing the 
Society to be in a fair financial condition, About 
$6000 now remains in the hands of the Treasurer. 

The Librarian of the Society, Prof. A. 8. Packard, 
reported the condition of the Library as follows: Ad- 
ditions to the Library by donations and exchange, 174 
volumes. The number of volumes in the library is 
nearly 8,000. Among the valuable books received is 
the donation by Miss S Quimby—the history of Har- 
vard University, by her father, in two royal octavo 
volumes ; also the Municipal History of Early Boston, 
selections from documents of Nova Scotia, presented 
by the Government of the Province, also various valu- 
able books presented by Leonard Woods, D. D., LL D., 
which he obtained in his European tour. The Society 
expressed themselves greatly indebted to him for his 
labors. 

The new active members chosen were Wm. D. Sew- 
all of Bath, Samuel H. Blake of Bangor, and Lewis 
Pierce of Portland, to fill the original vacancies, and 
the Rev. Charles C, Everett of Bangor, Walter Wells 
of Portland, Prof. John 8. Sewall of Brunswick, Joseph 
P. Fessenden of Lewiston, Joseph Titcomb of Kenne- 
bunk, and Edward M. Field uf Bangor. 

The principal officers of the Society were re-elected 
as follows: Hon. Edward E. Bourne of Kennebunk, 
President ; Hon. J. W. Bradbury of Augusta, Vice 
President ; Rev. Samuel F. Dike of Bath, Correspond- 
ing Secretary ; Rev. Edward Ballard, D D., of Bruns- 
wick, Recording Secretary ; Hon. Charles J. Gilman, 
Treasurer ; Rev. Alpheus 8. Packard of Brunswick, 

Librarian. 





The International Convention of Young Men’s 
Christian Associations, commenced its sessions in Port- 
land on Wednesday last, and continued them until the 
Sunday following. Associations in nearly every State 
and Territory of the Union and the British Provinces 
were represented, numbering in all 810 delegates in 
attendance. The Portland. papers during the past 
week have contained extended daily reports of the ses- 
sion of the Convention, bat they are of such great 
length that we fini it impossible to make room in our 
columns for such an abstract of the proceedings as 
would do justice to the occasion. It was one of the 
largest, most intelligent and enthusiastic conventions 
of the kind ever held in this country, and was marked 
throughout with an apparent depth of religious feel- 
ing and a strength and singleness of purpose which 
not only must have left a powerful impression fur good 
upon the community in which the Convention was 
held, but will doubtless give new zeal and vigor to 
these organizations all over the land. 

From the remarks made by Rev. Mr. Miller of De- 
troit, the presiding officer of last year, we learn that 
this is the eleventh annual session of the Convention, 
and that in four years the membership of these Asso- 
ciations had increased from 16,000 to 90,000; that 
daring the past year 3,450 new conversions were at- 
tributable to their influence; and that property is now 
held by them to the value of $3,250,000. This or- 
ganization, as is well known, is composed of young 
men in communion with ‘‘evangelical” denominations 
only, all others being excluded from membership. It 
will thus be seen how powerful an auxiliary has been 
devised for the propagation of the religious tenets of 
these denominations, and how important the results 
which may be expected from the means thus put ia 
operation. 


Wreck or A Bangor Vesset.—A despatch from 
New York states that on Friday afternoon ‘last the 
brig Abby Larrabee, Capt. Carlisle, from Bangor, via 
Norfolk, for this port, was capsized by a tornado off 
Captain’s Island Light. The Captain’s wife, child, 
two seamen and the cook were drowned. Capt. Car- 
lisle and two seamen were saved by members of the 
Americus Club of New York. The veesel lays bettom 
up two miles south east of Captain’s Light. The 
Abbie Larrabee was 163 tons burden and valued at 
$10,000. She was owned in Bangor where she is in- 
sured in the Merchant's Insurance Company. Capt, 
Carlisle lost $500 in money and $500 worth ‘of per- 
sonal property.

The Farmington Chronicle says that the sudden 
and mysterious disappearance of William Russell, a 
young man of about sixteen years of age, whose pa- 
rents reside at the Depot Village, causes a great deal 
of anxiety and speculation in. that community as to 
his fate. 

The York County Jndependent says that on Wednes- 
day last, asa young son of Gilbert A. Sawyer, about 
eight years old, and a son of Mr. Bradeen were play- 
ing with a raft on the Little Ossipee river, at Liming- 
ton, they in some way fell in, and were both drowned. 
It is not known in what manner the accident occurred 
as they were seen in the bottom of the river before 
they were missed, 

There isa rock in the Androscoggin river, just 
above the toll bridge at Brunswick, which rises some 
fifteen feet above the water, and will weigh fifteen to 
twenty tons, but was never visible there before this 
spring. It is supposed that it became frozen into the 
ice last winter and was thus transported to its posi- 
tion, or else it has been lying heretofore near where 
it now is and was turned up by the ice freezing to it 
ani the force of the water. It is quite a curious fact 
and affords a practical illustration of the power of ice 
and water, says the Portland 4rgus. 

The Progressive Age says Mr. George B. Blithen of 
Unity, suddenly dropped dead, a few days since. He 
was at work on the highway, and bad just finished 
loading a cart, and was standing leaning against the 
cart in conversation, when he suddenly pitched for- 
ward on his face and expired instantly. 

Friday morning a fire broke out in the engine house 
of C. P. Carter & Co.’s ship yard, in Belfast, destroy- 
ing the planing mill, carpenter’s shop, and block- 
maker’s shop of S. C. Murch; the blacksmith-shop of 
George E. Wight, and partially destroying the dwell- 
ing house of William Farrow. Considerable material 
for a ship and brig in ‘the yard was lost. A watch- 
man employed on the premises can give no account of 
the origin of the fire. Loss about. $20,000; no in- 
surance.

When the fire alarm was given Tuesday morn- 
ing, his curiosity to witness the conflagration was so 
great as to overcome his fears of bemg identified, and 
he came out of his hiding place, and on being reoog- 
nized was taken in charge by the police; $53 of the 
money were found upon his person. He will be sent 
to the Reform school. 

The Green Bay (Wisconsin) Advocate, chronicles 
the death of Hoo. Dominicus Jordan, at the age of 
seventy-three years. Mr. Jordon formerly resided in 
Gorham in this State, and was esteemed and respect- 
ed by all who knew him. 

The Bates Mills of Lewiston, give employment to 
about 1800 bands, in the manufacture of cotton and 
woolen goods, including ginghamws, wash popline, 
quilts, jeans, sheetings, beavers, &c. 

Mr. Stanley of Cornish, a member of the Cornish 
Cornet Band, was killed by lightning on Thursday 
last, s0 the Maine Democrat is informed.

The shock was 
terrific; the scene that ensued beggars all language to 
tell. The strong and the weak alike were helpless, 
bound down by the ruin of iron and wood that over- 
whelmed them. The cries of strong men for help, the 
shrieks of the women, the wail of her babes, made 
mournfal the midnight air. 

Meo rushed to aid with bars andaxes. From with-

Church bill by the Earl of Derby ia signed by forty- 

seven Peers. It was entered against this bill on the 
ground that it looked to the severance of the church 

and State, a projeet unrecognized by any country in | 
Europe. The bill. would eneo the.desigas of | 
those who want Irigh severance throughout the King- | 
dom, together with the resumption of grants and the | 
cenfiscation of property. The protest further states | 
that the passage of the bill was a violent stretch of the 
powers of Parliament, and shakes confidence in all 
property, and especially that resting on Parliamentary 
titles. It sets forth the impossibility of putting the 
disestablished and disendowed Church on the footing 
and organization of the Catholics, and that this’griev- 
ance alienates the Irish Protestants from the support 
of the throne and stimulates the demands of the Cath- 
olica. 

The Times to-day has an editorial on the action 
taken by the House of Commons last night. It says 
the bill will go baek to the House of Lords in almost 
its original shape. The Commons have decided that 
the amendments adopted by the Lords.are inconsigtent 
with the bill, and there is no reason to believé the 
Commons willsurrender. If the Lords persist a col- 
lision must ensue, which will result in a popular agi- 
tation and a renewal of the measure, with a fiercer 
determination to carry it through. The Times trusts 
that the Conservative Peers will be content with the 
presentation of the Earl of Derby’s protest, which 
usage allows them and not continue their opposition 
to the bill. 

Meetings of the people in support of the Commons | 
on the Irish Church bill continue to be held in various 
parts of the kingdom.

Haver, July 17. The ocean yacht race from Cher- 
bourg, two hundred miles to sea and back, took place 
yesterday and to-day. The yachts entered were the 
Genevieve, Aline, Cambria, Julia, Diane, Mistere, 
Onadelle and Sylvia. They all started at 11 “o’clock 
on Thursday, the Cambria returning to the starting 
point first, closely followed by the Julia.

We trust every Conference will 
agree with their brethren, and that they will thus 
unanimously and cordially invite the laity to sit at 
their side in the future General Conferences of the 
Church. This will give the question a harmonious 
and brotherly settlement, and put the Church farther 
forward than ever in its sublime work of spreading 
Scriptural holiness to all lands.’’

His influence 
and usefulness increasing’ he had, at the age of twen- 
ty, $480. At twenty-one had $550, and was well 
known for his activity of life, as a young man of in- 
telligence, virtue and usefulness, as well as a young 
man of very attractive manners and ways.

~ Night Air not Injurious. 


There is a porular prejudice concorning the evil ef- 
fects of night air, about which a word must be said. 
In her admirable writings on hygiene and the manage- 
ment of the sick, Miss Nightingale has done much to 
correct this mistake. It was formerly the universal 
belief that the air of night was very injurious. But 
the fact is that, » xcept under certain circumstances, 
it is as healthful, or even more go, than that of the 
daytime. The night air of large cities, such as Lon- 
don, when the bustle and commotion, which causes it 
to be loaded with dust particles, is comparative) 
quelied, and the numerous fires which contaminate k 
with their smoke are mostly extinguished, is parer 
than that of the day. Nothing conduces-more to 
healthy sleep than good ventilation, and no mode of 
ventilation surpasses that obtained by opening a win- 
dow at the top, by which the influence of draught is 
avoided, while the upper stratum of air, to which im- 
purities ascend, is constantly renewed. Bt toere is 
still another reason for et times adopting night, even 
in preference to day, ventilation. In sultry weather 
it ‘sa common mistake to open the windows instead 
of keeping them altogether closed, as is the case in 





very hot climgtes. But a little reflection will show | > 


that since the hight of the thermometer in the sun al- 
ways greatly exceeds that shown at the same time by 
another thermometer placed in the shade, by opening 
the windows we admit air much heated into our room.
